The facts may be less start- 
ling in our own case; but they are 
sufficiently sorrowful and admonitory

sobriety. They not only justify, but ren- 
der desirable, a reciprocal interchange of in- 
ternational philanthropy, through its ablest 
advocates, from time to time; and we 
therefore hail the arrival of Dr. Lees 
among us, animated as he is by a most 
friendly spirit, and qualified to give a 
fresh inspiration to one of the noblest 
movements that ever challenged the ap- 
proval of mankind.

GARNISHING THE SEPULCHERS 
OF THE RIGHTEOUS,

Ovr age has given mournful proof that 
the tendency of a false ecclesiasticism is 
always the same; that its essential spirit— 
whether in Jew, Romanist, or Protestant— 
is always anti-Christian. That tendency 
is to form a system of religious opinions 
and practices, by imposing the traditions 
of men as arule of interpretation upon the 
Word of God, and then to insist that its 
system is exclusively God’s truth ; thus, as 
our Saviour said, “ teaching doctrines, the 
commandments of men,” thus “making 
the Word of God of none etfect by their 
traditions.” 

These ecclesiastical doctrinaires are the 
Scribes and Separatists denounced by 
Christ as those who kill and crucify the 
prophets and wise men he sends them in 
their own day ; who scourge them in the 
synagogues, and persecute them from city 
to city; but who in hypocrisy honor the 
righteous reformers and innovators of 
former times, whom success has made 
popular; who, in the pretense that their 
own spirit and aims accord with these, 
“build the tombs of the prophets and gar- 
nish the sepulchers of the righteous.” 

The Lord Jesus sent unto his church in 
Great Britain two teachers—Edward Irving 
and Frederick William Robertson—in 
whom, more than in almost any others of 
their age and couviry, the prophetic spirit 
dwelt. And the Scribes and Separatists 
of the nineteenth century of the Christian 
era, who love to wear clerical coats and 
white neckcloths, and to have the highest 
seats on platforms, and to be called 
Doctor, Doctor, did after their kind. They 
persecuted them from city to city; presby- 
teries and general assemblics cast Irving 
out of the synagogue ; rectors and Record 
bewspapers scourged and stoned Robert- 
son, till at Jast they succeeded in killing 
and crucifying both of them, in the prime 
of their manhood, with extreme tortures, 
not of the body only, but also of the spirit. 

he same blessed Lord has sent to our 
country and our generation two men in 
many respects not unlike Irving and 
Robertson—Horace Bushnell and John 
W. Nevin. Irving and Nevin, congeners 
on one side, Robertson and Bushnell on 
the other, may seem the very antipodes of 
religious thought. But what of that? 
Were Hosea and Isaiah, Jeremiah and 
Ezokie!, alike in their mode of apprehend- 
ing and setting forth the Word of God 
which came to them? Haye not the 
Tiibingen school of critics held that the 
| Pauline and the Petrine forms of doctrine 
fought each other in the early church, till 
the Pauline swallowed the other? Do not

ets, apostles, and evangelists must believe 
also that under all this apparent discord 
there is the unison of a deeper harmony. 
So, too, by analogy in all men whom the 
Lord has raised up to be prophets and 
teachers in these latter days, under out- 
ward diversity, the self-same spirit must 
work toward one result—the 
| church of the future. 
Now that he has been more than a third 
of a century in his grave, the usual fate of 
| prophets has befallen Irving. Slowly, but 
at last, it has come to be scen that, among 
that crowd of jabberers claiming to speak 
with tongues, and false prophets that sur- 
rounded him in his church in London, the 
abashed and humble minister, who won- 
dered that no such supernatural gifts were 
granted to him, was the only true prophet 
of God, whose tongue alone had been 
touched by a seraph with a coal from the 
altar in the upper temple. When Mrs. 
Oliphant, a few years ago, as a labor of 
love, wrote the Life of Irvine, what fitter 
person than the author of “ Salem Chapel” 
and “ Scenes from Clerical Life” could have 
undertaken to portray the history of a true 
minister of the Lord Jesus Christ? Not 
only in England, but in this country, as 
reprinted by the Harpers, that Life has had 
a wide circulation. The collected works 
of Irving have been published in five beau- 
tiful volumes by Strahan. A volume of 
“Miscellanies,” or brief extracts, from the 
same publisher, has found its way to many 
aparlor-table. His “ Essay on the Psalms” 
is quoted with admiration by so accom- 
plished a writer as Dean Stanley ; and the 
author of that profound little treatise, 
“Ecclesia Dei,” a clergyman of the Church 
of England, found the motto for that book 
in the works of Irving. The celebrated 
Prof. Henry W. J. Thiersch, of Germany, 
has enrolled himself among the followers 
of Irving, and has written his “ Apostolic 
History” in accordance with the principles 
of his teacher. And Irving’s views of the 
incarnation, of the atonement, and the 
whole work of redemption, are more and 
more working their way into the thought 
of the Church. 

As to Robertson, little need be said here. 
Very many editions of his sermons have 
been called for in England and in this 
country. Lhave found them in the libra- 
ries of missionaries beyond the Missouri 
River; they have been recommended even 
by Princeton professors to their students. 
His “Life and Letters,” lately published, 
have had agreatsale; have elicited favora- 
ble notices of Robertson everywhere ; have 
been reviewed in long articles in Quarter- 
lies in England and in America, and even 
by De Pressensé in France. On his tomb, 
at Brighton, inscriptions are placed by his 
congregation and friends to one “ who was 
honored as a minister, beloved as a man’’; 
and one by the workingmen, “On their 
benefactor’s tomb.” A memorial window 
was placed in Brazenose Chapel, in Ox- 
ford, for him, and aboveit, on ascroll, isthe 
inscription ‘Te Deum Laupat Props- 
ETARUM LAUDABILIS NuwMERDS.” The list 
of subscribers is headed by the late Earl 
of Carlisle, who is followed by cight 
bishops ; by deans and clergymen of the 
Church of England ; by Dr. John Caird, of 
Scotland; and by a large number of gen- 
tlemen and ladies, among whom are Alfred 
Tennyson, John Ruskin, Professors Gold- 
win Smith and Conington, the translator 
of Virgil. 

Morethan twenty years ago, a very de- 
termined effort was made in Connecticut, 
instigated and encouraged by Dr. C. 
Hodge, in the Princeton Review, to cast 
Dr. Horace Bushnell out of the synagogue 
as a heretic; but, thanks to the liberty of 
thought allowed in congregational bodies, 
the persecution failed of its chief purpose, 
and Dr. Bushnell is still in good ecclesias- 
| tical standing in his own denomination. 
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Scribes and Separatists were not able to 
kill him, as they did Irving and Robertson, 
though their malice may have helped to 
shatter his health, which has been pre- 
carious for years past. But he has, at 
least, outlived persecution, and is now rec- 
ognized as our freshest and most brilliant 
religious writer, even by those who do not 
think his theology or philosophy very pro- 
fommd. He is a popular contributor to 
religious periodicals; his works have a 
large and constant sale here and across the 
ocean, and must have brought a large ma- 
terial recompense to their author. Proba- 
bly we have not a religious writer in our 
land to-day so original, brilliant, and stg- 
gestive as Dr. Bushnell. 

When I pace side by side with him 
here the name of Dr. John W. Nevin, 
some may be surprised, and others smile 
in derision. Yet it seems to me thata 
place would have been conceded to him 
long ago among the very foremost of 
American theologians but for some ta- 
toward outward condition of his life. 
More than a quarter of a century ago he 
left the communion of the Presbyterian 
Church, in which he was reared, and in 
which he bad already attained eminence, 
to identify himself with the German Re- 
formed Church, which is a mere provin- 
cial body, hardly known out of Pennsyl- 
yania, though it has some strength in 
Maryland and Ohio. Professor Schaf was 
for years obscured in that same church, 
and was a fellow professor in Mercers- 
burg with Dr. Nevin, and a contributor to 
its Review. But, fortunately for himself 
and the country, Dr. Schaf has emerged 
from the mountains of Pennsylvania, has 
taken up his residence in the reat me- 
tropolis of the nation, and is actively and 
honorably connected, as » scholar and 
a clergyman, with the general movement of 
religious thought and action in the land. 
But, distinguished and able as Dr. Schaf is, 
according to the testimony of Dr. C. 
Hodge, Dr. Nevin is much “ the stronger 
man.” But Dr. Nevin remains at Lan- 
caster, immersed in the small quarrels and 
denominational interests of the German 
Reformed Church, and is chiefly known to 
the American public through the misrep- 
resentations of rival theologians and their 
partisans, 

Then his publications have been very 
unskillfwly ushered into the world. TIlis 
chief work, “ The Mystical Presence,” is 
badly printed on mean paper, and is really 
two books thrown together. The first isa 
cento of quotations from the Reformed 
Confessions on the Lord’s Supper; and to 
this part of the book only the title properly 
belongs. The second part should be 
printed as a separate work, as “ The The- 
ology of Redemption.” As such, the 
writer of this knows of nothing to be com- 
pared with it. The debt of gratitude he 
owes to that work may blind his judg- 
ment ; for by it he was delivered from the 
perplexity of mind incident to the long 
endeavor to receive as true the system of 
legal fictions and arbitrary imputations 
taught at Princeton. Dr. Nevin’s theology 
is the theology of realism, held by the 
ereat lights of the Western Church, Roman 
and Reformed ; taught with increasing fa- 
vor by Drs. Smith and Shedd, of the Union 
Theological Seminary, N. Y.; adopted by 
that eminent and rising theologian of Yale, 
Dr. Fisher; by Olshausen, Ullman, and 
many of the most eminent of the Evangel- 
ical civines of Germany, England, and 
France. The writings of Dr. Nevin, which 
have been deemed important enough to be 
reviewed in the periodicals of Germany,

....On tie general subject of wine-drink- 
ing in Europe Dr. Holland says: 


**Since writing my letters from Switzer 
land I have passed through a winter of Ital- 
ian travel. Those who are familiar with 
Italy will not need to be told that, during 
that travel, I have seen abundance of worse 
water and less harmful wine than I found in 
Switzerland. The Italian wines are very 
light, and the Italian water, especially that 
of Naples and vicinity, is very bad. In many 
parts of Italy one cannot choose but drink 
the wine of the country. I drank it, and so 
did my companions ; but I regarded it there, 
as I have learned to regard it everywhere, as 
a choice of evils. If the city of Springfield, 
Mass., were environed by vineyards ten miles 
deep, she would not be so rich as she is to- 
day in her aqueduct of insurpassable pure 
spring water. The greatest trial that Ameri- 
cans are subjected to here is connected with 
the matter of drink. In Paris, Viciy water is 
now used quite extensively as a table drink 
by those who dare not drink of the water of 
that city and will not drink the wine. In 
the meantime, wherever one turns in the 
city—indeed, wherever one turns throughout 
all these wine-growing and wine-drinking 
countries—he sees the evidence of diseased 
or unhealthily excited kidneys. Ap- 
parently there is less drunkenness in Italy 
than in France, and lezs in France than in 
Switzerland ; but there is drunkenness wher- 
ever in the world there is the article to get 
drunk upon. I have not yet found the place 
where cheap wine has seemed to work the 
cure of intemperance.” 


...-Dr. Holland, writing from Paris to the 
Springfield Republican, replies to the sbric- 
tures of Prof. Evans upon his statements 
respecting wine-drinking in Switzerland. In 
proof of the correctness of those statements, 
he cites the testimony of a gentleman of high 
scientific attainments, who has spent the 
past two or three years in Switzerland, and 
who was for ten years a surgeon in the 
United States navy, and for a longer time 
subsequently the surgeon of a large public 
hospital in Brooklyn, and who says:

The Vaudois 
are robust; but there are more people 
among them with bad teeth than in any other 
country I have seen, not excepting our own, 
which points to an acidity of stomach that 1 
can well imagine would be produced by 
wines baying so much acid inthem. The 
Swiss white Wines are strongly diuretic, and 
we may suppose that this quality in some 
measure lessens the injurious effects, though 
it produces the most disgusting and indecent 
displays along the streets and in the most 
public places. The impression I have re- 
ceived, both from my own observation and 
the testimony of the most intelligent Van- 
dois, is that the effecis of the wine are very 
injurious, both physically end morally.” 

.... The Old South church at Worcester has 
recently adopted, unanimously, the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That a Christian church cannot 
reasonably expect God’s blessing while it 
ignores the temperance cause. 

Resoived, That the manufacture, sale, or 
use of ale, porter, strong beer, lager beer, 
cider, wines, or intoxicating liquor of any 
kind as a beverage is unchristian, and cannot 
fail to bring reproach to our Zion. 


The Boston Nation commends the above to 
churches of all denominations, remarking 
that it is the ground the churches took in the 
days of Edwards, the apostle of temperance; 
and churches must take similar ground now. 
If churchmembers desire to evangelize the 
world, they mustiset a good example them- 
selves.

THE SPRING EXHIBITION OF 
THE ACADEMY. 

Tne Forty-fourth Annual Exhibition of the 
National Academy of Design contains 415 
separate works of art, all told—sculptures, 
oil-paintings, architectural designs, aquariels, 
etchings, and crayon drawings. The greater 
number of the works are oil-paintings, the 
productions of members of the Academy. 
The number is considerably smaller than was 
contained in the exhibition of last year, and 
it would have been better if full one-half of 
the 415 pieces had been omitted from the 
present exhibition. The committee of ar- 
rangements are altogether too lenient in ad- 
mitting pictures. Juéging from what they do 
admit, we should say that they did not reject 
anything, for it is hardly possible to conceive 
of anything worse in art than some of the 
pieces that are put on exhibition. But then, if 
they were to attempt anything like critical 
severity in their selections, they would be 


Missionary Hews, 


Tne Missionary Herald gives an inter- 
esting account of the work of what may well 
be called a model church, situated in Palu, a 
city 50 or 60 miles east of Harpoot, Eastern 
Turkey. Palu is the center of a district about 
as large as Rhode Island, which is dependent 
for Protestant teaching on the little Palu 
church of 12 male and 2 female members: 
They have settled the youngest pastor in the 
whole mission, aman not yet 25. They have 
8 unpaid female Bible-readers, who go out 
every Wednesday morning, two and two, in

hold female prayer-meetings ; and whoreturn 
at 3 o’clock to a female prayer-meeting in the 
chapel, followed by the general prayer-meet- 
ing. Again, 12 Protestant women without 
wages have opened their houses to teach girls 
from the Armenian families, and instruct from 
2 to Teach. Now 200 females can read; 9 
years ago not one. Again, the pastor teaches 
an evening school of 10 young men, of whom 
several expect to go to the seminagy. Still 
further, they have organized a system for 
evangelizing the neighboring villages, and 24 
men, including the 12 churchmembers, are 
assigned 3 each to 8 villages, and from 6 to 12 
of them visit these churches as lay preachers 
every Sabbath, while the pastor every second 
Sabbath goes to some new village with mem- 
bers of his church. Finally, a church com- 
mittee visits each of the 50 Protestant fam- 
ilies at least twice a year, for personal con- 
versation and to give advice. This is what 
we may call primitive Christianity in the very 
cradle ef the church among the candlesticks 
of Asia.

There is but one word to say of the catalogue. 
It is shabby. Of the whole 415 works exhib- 
ited and catalogued, not more than 
fifty ought ever to have been seen 
outside of the artists’ studios, and we 
doubt if there are ten of them which would 
have been admitted in a Paris exhibition. 
‘But, notwithstanding all, there are some very 
good pictures in the collection; enough to 
form an attractive exhibition, if they were pul 
by themselves, and all properly hung. There 
is nothing new from any new hand, with an 
encouraging promise of better things to 
come, and tending to foster cheering hopes of 
the possibilities of American art. That is the 
pity of it. We know what our elder artists are 
capable of, and what we may reasonably expect 
of them; but the future is a blank, or some- 
thing worse, so far as the 44th exhibition of 
the N. A. is concerned. Yet the first thing 
on the catalogue, ‘No. 1, Near Lexington, 
Va.,’’ by W. D. Washington, is a very pleas- 
ant little glimpse of American scenery, full 
of local truth, and, if the artist be a new be- 
ginner in art and young in years, his future 
work may do honor to his honored name. 
He has another picture of a very different 
character, and very good, too, called ‘‘The 
Chief Cook,” No. 342. It means something. 
It is the portrait of a hearty-looking colored 
brother, in a white apron and white cap, who 
may be a creditable disciple of Brillat de 
Saverin. It is very evident from these two 
small pictures that Mr. Washington is capa- 
ble of painting what he sees, and that he sees 
what he paints. His subjects are familiar 
without being commonplace. 

The amiable and excellent president of the 
Academy occupies a very large space in the 
exbibition, and his six pictures are hung in 
the best places, as they should be; but the 
inexorable requirements of our duty compel 
us most unwillingly to say that they are 
among the least creditable performances in 
the exhibition. They are wholly deficient in 
all the requisites of good pictures, being 
vapid in sentiment, feeble in execution, faulty 
in drawing, and bad in color. Mr. Hunting- 
ton is so popular with the ‘‘patrons’”’ of art, 
he occupies so distinguished a position, and 
has enjoyed so long and uniform a career of 
prosperity, that he can very well afford to 
have the honest truth told about him, for the 
benetit of the profession for which he has 
done so little, and which has done so much 
for him. There are two of his large paintings 
in the “South Room,” conspicuously placed, 
which are degrading to art, though they are 
but mere repetitions of the kind of work 
which has gained him his reputation for the 
past thirty years. No. 290 is called ‘‘ Sowing 
the Word,” andthe subject suggests a sober 
and dignified composition; but’ Mr. Hunt- 
ington treats it in a very meretri- 
cious manner, and makes if a mere excuse 
for spreading his canvas with gaudy 
colors, which embody no more thought or 
feeling than the scroll-work on a tapestry 
carpet-pattern. A fantastical old man is 
seated at a table, reading from an illuminated 
book to two gandily-dressed young women, 
one of whom is leering at the spectator like 
the figurantes in an opera bouffe. No. 277 
is a companion-piece, in the same style of 
allegory, and is entitled ‘‘ Science and Chris- 
tian Art’’—there being nothing whatever in 
the two figures to indicate either science or 
art, except that one holds a book in which 
there are geometrical drawings, and the other 
a book with an illuminated page. His other 
contributions are portraits, one of them being 
aportrait of Senator Buckingham, of Con- 
necticut. The example of such an artistic 
career as that of Mr. Huntington is very per- 
nicious. He paints for money, and he gets it. 
He aims at the pockets of the nowveau riche, 
and he hits with wonderful skill the mark he 
aims at. Young artists struggling for pecun- 
iary rewards and position look, and admire, 
and strive to imitate.
